Cummins, in his inaugural address today. 
gave the “lowa Idea” a new turn, and it 
now stands for free trade with Canada 
in agricultural products and for reciprocity 
with all the world. , 

The governor declared he did not believe 
in standing pat.“ He did not believe " Let 
well enough alone’’ apple to any state or 
nation. “ When any sociéty ceases to grow 
better, it has begun to grow worse, he de- 
clared. He argued that the policy ot stand- 
ing pat on the tariff question was losing the 
markets of the world to the United States, 
and declared that the time had come for 
Towa to raige high the flag of reciprocity. 
He urged tue people of the state to let the 
nation know that they reiterated the demand 
for reciprocity they made in the Iowa plat- 
form of last year. : 

The governor told the farmers of Iowa that 
they would be the gainers by the admis- 
sion of the agricultural products of Canada 
into this country, for, by so doing, he de- 
clared, a treaty could be entered into which 
for years to come would “ make us prac- 
tically masters of the imports into that 
dominion.” 


Inaugural Ceremony Is Simple. 

The inaugural ceremonies were held in 
Foster’s opera house, and were simple and 
unostentatious After the oath of office was 
administered by Chief Justice Deemer Gov. 
Cummins began his address. He said he was 
conecious of some mistakes, but he could re- 
peat the promise which he made when he was 
first inducted into office. 

“I will faithfully try.“ he said, to do what 
is right and say what is true, as God gives me 
to see the right and discern the truth.”

Necessity for Reciprocity. 

The governor peferred to the great develop- 
ment of this country under protection, saying 
that the commerce of the United States had 
grown until the value of its annual exports 
of agricultural products amounts to a billion 
dollars and its exports of manufactured 
products to half that sum. So far as capacity 
goes, he said, the United States could in- 
crease these amounts indefinitely, but, if it 
did so, it must be through the medium of 
international trade arrangements, trade bar- 
gains that are known in the language of di 
plomacy and politics as reciprocity. Con- 
tinuing, he said: é 

It is obvious that the farmers’ principal desire 
and paramount interest is to feed as many people 
as possible. They sell breadatuffs and meats in 
their various forms, both at home and abroad, and 
therefore they ought to be in favor of a policy 
which will maintain and multiply their maik ts 
in thelr own country and protect and ey their 
markets in other countries. 

Let ts not be content with mere abstractions. 

It has been possible to make. and in my judgment 
it ig still possible to make, a treaty with Canada 
which would for years to come make us practically 
masters of the imports into that dominion, In the 
last ten years American manufacturers have ex- 
pended $100,000,000 in the establishment of plants 
in Canada which would have been kept at home, 
with all the labor which that implies, if there had 
been a fair and permanent relation existing be- 
tween the two countries, Not only so, but every 
student of affairs knows that the chance we now 
have across the border will be completely destroyed 
unless we treat with our neighbors upon a fair 
reciprocal basis. 
The farmers of lowa have lost something in the 
foreclosure of the opportunity to feed the men who 
are operating the plants to which I have referred, 
and they will lost more wifen Canada raises the 
barrier so that England, France, and Germany 
will supply the material for the wonderful devel- 
opment upon which she is just entering, and which 
we are 80 well prepared to supply. 


Admit Canada Products Free. 

Continuing, the governor said that in order 
to obtain these changes it might be neces- 
sary for us to let into our markets Canada's 
agricultural products, or some of them. He 
believed this to be partically true, but asked 
the farmers of Iowa wnether they thought 
they would lose in the exchange. He asked: 

Which would you prefer to do, lose the market 
which would be created by our vast ‘imports into 
Cenada, or meet Canada in competition in the 
things whith you produce? I assert confidently 
that in the sharp struggle with Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, the Dekotas, Nebraska, Kansas, 
and Missouri you would never be able to discern the 
influence of Canada in corn, oats, bariey, hay, 
cattle, horses, hogs, butter, and eggs. 

I go further. We can make treaties with Cen- 
tral and South America, with France, Germany, 
Spain, and Italy, that will immensely increase our 
exports of manufactures to those countries so 
that for every man deprived of employmen: here 
we can. put to work ten. You ought to have @ 
chance to feed these added nine men, and why is 
it not given you?

Labor to Make Families of Non- 
unionists Suffer the Penalty. 


JOIN THEM OR LEAVE CITY. 


Ultimatum to Be Issued by Secretary 
of Federation Committee.

Chicago Federation of Labor has proposed 
new methods in picketing, which, if success- 
ful, will make life uncomfortable for a non- 
uhion man in Chicago. 

The plan is designed to“ force him to join 
the union or Grive him from the city.’ 

„ Picket the individual, not the factory,” 
said Secretary Robert G. Wall yesterday. 
„% That is our motto. Make it unpleasant for 
those outside of the unions. Let them know 
there is no place in Chicago where they can 
have rest. The old plan of picketing the 
shops never worked weill. Now it must be 
abandoned, for under the new vagrancy law 
the police can arrest those whom they find 
loitering around the factories.” 

Will Work Against Homes. 

It was suggested that the same law would 
prevent the picketing of houses, and then 
Wall explained his plan. 

“TI can have any man effectually picketed 
without getting into ¢rouble,” he declared.

Every One’s Business, No One’s Business 

Inspector Laughlin excused his failure 
to report the absence of fire apparatus at the 
Iroquois on the ground that it was the duty 
of the fire department to look after such 
matters, and Fireman Saller, who was sta- 
tioned at the theater, while confessing the 
pitiable inadequacy of fire apparatus, said 
he did not report cenditions because he be- 
lieved that to be the duty of the building in- 
spector. 

At a conference between the jurors and 
Coroner Traeger at noon, it was decided to 
eliminate all witnesses whose testimony does 
not bear upon the responsibility for the dis- 
aster. This will cut out more than a score 
of spectatérs who saw the fire from the body 
of the house. 

Deputy Collector on the Stand. 

Deputy Collector J. F. McCarthy was the 
first witness of the afternoon. His testi- 
mony, and the written records he showed, 
refuted a statement made by Building Com- 
missioner Wiliams when a witness, that the 
building department had not been consulted 
before the amusement license was issued for 
the Iroquois. In the recommendation for the 
license, produced by Deputy McCarthy, the 
name of the building commissioner was af- 
fixed. The jury will recall Mr. Williams to 
ascertain whether the signature is his, and 
why he said that he had no official knowl- 
edge of the issuing of the license. This evi- 
dence showed that the theater had operated 
from Nov. 28 to Dec. 5 without a license.

TALK TO. ENGLAND. 


New York Electrician’s Invention De- 
signed to Transmit Messages With- 
out Interfereuce Waves or Loss of 
Current to Be Tested in Under- 
ground Cable, as Well as by Long 
Distance Lines from Omaha, St. Paul, 
and Boston to Gotham. 


New York, Jan. 14.—[ Special. I—Witn a 
view to making improvements in the pres- 
ent telephone system and to test the 
invention of Prof. Michael I. Pupin of 
Columbia, telephone companies with head- 
quarters in this city established lines in ac- 
cordance with Prof. Pupin's system, and al- 
ready many satisfactory resulte have been 
determined. By placing colls wound on wire 
at regular intervals in the circuit Prof. Pupin 
found the current was transmitted without 
Anterference waves or loss of current. 

To apply this discovery practically the New 
York Telephone company has inetalled an 
underground cable to Kingsbridge, N. F., 
and the New Jersey company is experiment- 
ing with an underground line between this 
city and Elisabeth, and two lines on Long 
Island and the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company is testing an overhead Pupin 
line from Omaha, St. Paul, and Boston. 

The frst practical application was the lay- 
ing of a cable to Kingsbridge, which the New 
York Telephone company Has just com- 
pleted at an expense of $200,000. Some wires 


in use now have satisfactorily accomplished 


Its expected. 
The purpose of this Kingsbridge cable,” 
said Chief Engineer J. J. Oarty, “ is to enable 
us to carry a long distance wire like the Chi- 
cago wire into the city underground. By the 
old system conversation over a long dis- 
tance wire like that if carried und 
for a distance of fifteen miles would be im- 
possible. The final test is yet to be made, but 
so far the results have been satisfactory.” 
Prof. Pupin expects his new system will 
revolutionize the construction of telegraph 
cables and make possible telephone com- 
munication between this city and London.

PROMINENT ATTORNEY SUCCUMBS 
TO HEART DISEASE. 


For Nearly Half of 
‘Chicago Bar—Born in Maine and Cit- 
inen of Wisconsin. When a Touns 
Man— For Twenty Years Practicing 
Alone After Dissolution of Partner- 

‘ship—Sons Taken Into Ofice—With- 
out Desire for Bench Position. — 


John N. Jewett, a prominent lawyer of 

Chicago, died suddenly last evening at his 
residence, 412 Dearborn avenue, of heart 
disease. He was 76 years old and had prac- 
ticed law in Chicago since 1836. 
Mr. Jewett was born in Palmyra, Me., and 
worked og his father’s farm there until 1843, 
when th family removed to a farm near 
Madison, Wis. The young man taught school 
there for a year and then.entered Bowdoin 
college, graduating in 1850. 


Admitted to Bar Fifty Years Ago. 

Mr. Jewett later began. the study of law 
and in 1858 was admitted to practice in Wie- 
consin.. Attorney Jewett spent three years: 
in and then removed to Chicago. 

He first was assistant to Judge Van. Horn 
Higgins, but the following year became a 
member of the firm of Scates, McAllister, 
Jewett & Peabody. After the dissolution of 
the firm in 1867, Mr. Jewett continued prac- 
tically alone for nearly twenty years, when 
his sons, Edward R. and Samuel R. Jewett, 
became associated with him in the firm ot 
John N. Jewett & Jewett Bros. 

Mr. Jewett was urged again and W e 
his associates at the bar to join the Cook 
county bench and the Supreme court of IIli- 
nois, but these offers he refused to consider. 


Bench Position Is Unwelcome. — 
When a vacancy occurred in the Supreme 
court of the United States leading lawyers 
of the west wanted to present his name to 
| President Hayes for the appointment. To 
their urging he replied! .

In Attorney Jewett received the degree 
of LL. D. from Bowdoin college. He was 
elected president of the Chicago Historical 
society in August, 1900, and was its president 
at the time of his death. 

He left a widow, Mrs. Ellen Jewett, and the 
two sons who were engaged with him in the 

ractice of law. 

Mrs. Jewett is the daughter of the late 
John H. Rountree of Wisconsin.

DETAILS OF SUIT AGAINST BOOK- 
_ MAKER MADE PUBLIC. 


Eben F. Runyan, It Is Charged, 
Dropped $5,946 “on the Ponies”—He 
Doesn’t “Squeal,” but Fellow Law- 

8 yer in Ashland Block Sues Under 

the Statute to Recover Three Times 
Amount Lost—Says He Would Ben- 
efit Family of Victim. 


Eben F. Runyan, an attorney with offices 
in the Ashland block, in January, 1902, began 
“playing the horses.“ His dope must 
have been wrong, because he lost $5,946 be- 
fore he quit. 

‘These allegations are contained in a dec- 
laration filed yesterday in the Circuit court 
in the suit begun by George E. K. Pratt, also 
an attorney in the Ashland block, who seeks 
to recover nearly $18,000 from James O Leary, 
the bookmaker, under the statute providing 
that any one may sue to recover three times 
the amount lost at gambling after six 
months have elapsed and the loser has failed 
to exercise his right. One-half of the money 
goes to the county. 

When Pratt began his action the name of 
the man who lost the money was withheld, 
and & was not made public until yesterday. 
The plaintiff declare? he wants to recover in 
order to help Runyan’s family. 


‘Loses $125 on First “Tip.” 

The declaration filed shows that Runyan 
was a persistent if not a consistent bettor. 
He played a tip with one of O’Leary’s 
agents Jan. 17, 1602, it is alleged. He bet 
$125 and lost. The declaration contains a 
list of forty-seven other bets which failed 
to win up to April 2, 1908. 

The largest bet, according to the plaintiff, 
was made May 1, 1902, when Runyan is said 
to have wagered $1,500 on a race and lost. 
The lowest amount bet at any time was $10. 
There are several $100 and $200 bets men- 
tioned in the declaration. 

The declaration says Runyan did the heav- 
jest plunging in May, 1902, when he is al- 
leged to have deposited $2,675 in O’Leary’s 
coffers. In the month of June following, the 
lawyer is said to have made eleven bets in 
all, for comparatively small amounts, all of 
which he is declared to have lost. Runyan 
did not lose any further sums, it is charged, 
until December, 1902. In January, 1903, he 
lost several bets, it is declared, amounting 
to $1,585. In February, it is charged, his 
losses amounted to $743. 


Chief O’Neill Is Involved.

Let us 
rather take all the exits, ordinary and emer- 
gency, and cause them all to be open to the 
audience at the conclusion of every per- 
formanc 

“Many exits—Open exits.” This is the 
principle which must animate the exit sec- 


tions of the new theater ordinancé. No 


more cobwébs. No more iron bars. No 
more locks. The only ‘way in which an 
audience can become familiar with an exit 
is by passing through it into the street. The 
only. way in which a management can be 
weaned from the habit of locking the exits 
is by laying it under a compulsion to keep 
them unlocked. Whenever an exit ceases 
to be used it ceases to be immune to rob- 
webs, iron bars, rust, and locks. ‘It begins 
to accumulate cobwebs, iron bars, rust, and 
locks despite everything you can do to pre- 
vemt it. An emergency exit never rises to 
the emergency.

OPEN DOOR. 
The open door is a good thing—isn’t 


it? 


| It is a triumph of American diplomacy. It 
is au echo of.the rights of man. More—it is 


necessary to our trade in the far east.’ It 
will increase the, prosperity of our people, 
It will enrich our protected manufacturers. 
It will be of dollars and cents’ value to the 
railroads—the transpacific railroads—which 
carry our products to our Pacific coast for 
transportation on the railroad’s ships to 


China. 
Exhibiting all these advantages—high 


morality, high patriotism, high profits—no § 
wonder the open door is popular. ‘ 


But what is the open dooranyway? Itis, 
to be frank, something which the most high- 
ly civilized nations have exacted from China 
at the mouth of the cannon. The door is 
the door of trade. It is opened when China 
imposes a low tariff against foreign goods. 
It is shut when that tariff is high. China 
would like to shut it, but fear compels the 
Mongolian kingdom to open wide its doors. 

What will be the effect of the open door 
on China? Immensely beneficial. The 


trade and prosperity of her people will in- 


crease, the corruption of her officials will 
diminish. There is no question about it. 
America—south, west, east, north—is agreed 
that the open door is good for China-- 
though China doesn’t want it a bit—as well 
as for us—and that therefore China’s door 
shonid be forced. | | 

Tiere is another door that ought to be 
Pacific oceans. 
isthmus of Panama. We confess we cannot 
see why, from a standpoint of high morality, 


than it has been to force open China's doors. 
Yet no Yale professors have protested 
against the open door in China—Senator 
Hoar, we believe, voted for the open door 
in China—so did Gorman and Carmack and 
undecided Bacon. The people of Panama 
—indeed, of all Colombia—wonld be bene- 
fited by the open door as much as the people 
of China. But there are essential differ- 
ences between the two cases. | 

First, the Chinese open door would bene- 
fit the Pacific railroads, whereas the roads 
think the Panama open door would hurt 
them. 

Second, the Chinese door, opened chiefly 
by our efforts, will be of equal benefit to all 
nations on earth, whereas the Panama open 
door would benefit this country more than 
other countries. 

We assume it is the first reason which has 
swayed Senator Gorman in favor of the 
open door in China and against it in Pana- 
ma, while the second reason has influenced 
Seuator Hoar, the Yale professors, and the 
New York Evening Post. This collection 
is generally unwillimg. to see this country 
forge ahead faster than its Buropean rivals. 
The unfortunate thing about their view- 
point is that the European rivals will not 
also adopt it. |

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENGY 


Yopyright: 1904: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


T seems that Prince Hermann Hohenlohe 
Langenberg has been so much broken by 
the death of his wife the other day that 
he has again tendered to the Kaiser his 
resignation of the governor generaiship 

of Alsace-Lorraine, intimating that nothing 
can induce him to reconsider his determina- 
tion to give up his office and to retire from 
the onerous duties in connection with the 
stadtholdership of the so-called “ reichs- 
land.“ He has already on two previous occa- 
sions expressed his wish to resign, but reluct- 


the entreaties of his kinsman, the emperor. 

Of course, speculation is rife with regard 
to his successor, the choice lying with Em- 
peror William, who is obliged to take into 
consideration the fact that Alsace and Lor- 
raine belong to the empire rather than to the 
kingdom of Prussia. The first stadtholder 
was a Prussian, the late Field Marshal Count 
Manteuffel. The second, Prince Clovis 
Hohenlohe, who subsequently became chan- 
céllor of the empire, was a Bavarian. His 
cousin, Prince Hermann Hohenlohe, who 
succeeded him, is a Wtrtemberger, and the 
kaiser would therefore be perfectly justitied 
in again appdinting a r russtan to the post. 

— 

Among the names, mentioned as Mkely to 
receive the appointment are Prince Henry 
of Prussia, whose nomination would be popu- 
lar in both southern and northern Germany, 
and the German crown prince, who would as 
stadtholder of Alsace-Lorraine receive a 
practical training of the duties of rulership 
and acquire an experience which would be 
invaluable to him later on, when in the course 
of years he is called upon to succeed to his 
father’s throne. Prince Adolphus of Schaum- 
burg-Lippe has also been suggested. He is 
married to the kaiser’s sister, Victoria, is a 
cadet of one of the non-Prussian sovereign 
houses of Germany, and was for some time 
regent of the principality of Lippe, the ruler 
of whichisalunatic. Finally, thereis Prince 
Leopold of Bavaria, second son of the regent, 
and a son-in-law of the Austrian emperor, 
being married to the Archduchess Gisela. 
Prince Leopold is more closely in.touch with 
the kaiser than any other member of the 
reigning house of Bavaria, amd there is no 
doubt that his appointment would give much 
gratification in that kingdom, which is, of all 
the south German states, the one most jeal- 
ous of Prussia ana the least cordial in its 
attitude towards the Berlin government. 

Next to the chancellorship of the empire 
the governor generalship of Alsace-Lorraine 
is the most important Office in the gift of the 
émperor, and it is practically certain that 
the latter will appoint one or another of the 
princes of the blood above mentioned to the 
office. 

It is notable that the monarchical news- 
pa Nere of Spain, even those receiving minis- 
terlat ingpira..on, in enumerating the prin- 
cesses of the blood to whom, they declare, the 
choice of King Alfonso will be restricted 
when he selects a consort, carefully avoid 
mentioning the name of any Roman Catholic 
princess of the houses of Austria, of Bavaria, 
and of Bourbon. 

There are quite w long list of young Aus- 
trian archduchesses who would be available, 
likewise several Bavarian princesses, while 
the duke of Parma, who is an infant of Spain 
and a Bourbon, has any number of daughters 
whom he would like to see sharing the throne 
of Don Alfonso XIII. of Spain. 

But none of these matches commend them- 
selves tothe Spaniards. Not even the blame- 
less conduct of the present king’s mother, 
who was an Austrian arehduchess, has 
served to diminish their intense and bitter 
prejudice against the house of Hapsburg, 
which dates from the wars of succession. 
The Bourbons of Parma, like those of Naples, 
have the reputation of being reactionary in 
the extreme, and of having learned nothing 
from the popular revolutions which deprived 
them of their thrones. Indeed, it was owing 
to this that the marriage of King Alfonso’s 
eldest sister and heir apparent to the Néapol- 
itan Prince Charles of Bourbon aroused so 
much opposition in Spain that it led to san- 
8 riots in various parts of the king- 

m. 


Nor would a Bavarian ailiance be wel- 
comed in Spain. While the daughters of the 
ducal branch of the house of Wittelsbach are 
beautiful women, those of the feigning 
branch are of the most pronounced home- 
uness, and this applies also to the children 
of the Infanta Fas, sister of the late King 
Alfonso of Spain, and who is married to 
Prince Louis of Bavaria. 

That is why the Spanish monarchleal press, 
representing th opinion of tte court, of the 
Sovernment, of the aristocracy, and of th 
people, restricts the kings selection of a 
bride to Princess Olga of Cumberland, tu 
Frincess Victoria, daughter of the duke of 
Connaught; to Princess Vera of Montenegro, 
to the two pretty daughters of Duke Fred 
erick Ferdinand of Schleswig-Holstein, 
Princess Herminine of Reuss, and to Prine 
Antoinette of Anhalt, all of them remark- 
ably handsome girls and of a suitabie age 
for marriage with the young king of Spain. 

With the exception of Princess Vera of 
Montenegro, who is a sister of Queen Helen 
of Italy, and who belongs to the Greek 
church, they are all Protestants. But this 
is not an insuperable objéction, as it is quite 
the fashion for princesses of the blood to 
change their creed when marrying. ‘Thus 
Princess Helen of Monte became a 
Cathole to marry Kihg Victor Emmanuel 
of Italy. The present czarina, her sister, 
the Grand Duchess Sergius, and her mother- 
in-law, the widowed empress at St. Peters- 
burg, as well asa number of other Russian 
grand duchesses of German birth, became 
converts from the Protestant to the Ortho- 
dox church, the only exception having been 
the grand duchess of Vladimir. who, al- 
though the most worldly and pleasure loving 
of the members of the reigning house of ctus- 
sia, has always refused to abandon the 
Lutheran faith in which she was born. 

There is no record, however, of any prin- 
cess of the czar’s family abandoning the 
orthodox faith on marrying abroad.

LESSON NO. 142.—The Home. 


F all the many solutions for 
the problem of domestic service, prob- 
ably no one can be supposed to cover 
the entire ground, but out of them all 
there may at last be educed somo 

generalideas which shall lead at last to great 
itaprovements upon the present condition of 
things. It is in this spirit that the following 
suggestions are offered. | 

In the first place, does it not seem to the 
thoughtful observer that of all the institu-. 
tions of modern society the home has come 
to be the least understood and appreciated, 
the most neglected? During the last thirty 
years, since the great changes which spfang 
out of and followed the civil war, people 
have been rushing after new sensations; new 
ideas, new inventions, as never before ih the 
history of this country. Housekeepers have 
ceased to keep house. Hotel living, travel- 
ing, amusements, and the shallow intellect- 
uality which results from the dissipation of 
membership in a multitude of clubs, have ut- 
terly swamped the interests of the home, till 
good housekeeping has become, among great 
masses of the people, a neglected, almost 
entirely forgotten art. 
Society does not any longer exercise hos- 


pitality in the old sense of making One's 


friends at home in one's house. It i# the 
caterers who entertain —the word smacks 
of something shallow and without heart. 
Children are no longer sought and expected. 
they come, if at all, as a nécessary evil. I 
am speaking not of isolated Instances, but of 
popular tendencies. This being the case, 
home training is no longer deemed desirable 
or necessary; it is relegated to, not supple- 
mented by, the kindergarten, the school, and 
one may with almost equal truth say, the 
street—with little thought in the two former 
cases of the difference in quality of a training 
whose motive is love, and that which is given 
for money. | ‘ 


| — 
Added to these decadent conditions, or per- 
haps in consequence of them, is the fact that 
American ‘women of the class who used 
to be helps in our homes, are now and 
have been for thirty years, rushing off to 
factories, workshops, offices, for employ- 
ment, leaving their places to be supplied by 
raw immigrants, utterly untrained for the 
work. The mistresses of this generation are 
equally unfitted to train them, and the re- 
sultant havoc of home life and home comfort 
is something indescribable, and which natur- 
ally calls forth pitious wails from people who 
aspire to live in homes, while the servant ”’ 
class being from the incompetence of their 
employers, in the saddle.“ use the spur 
and bit with unsparing vigor. 12 
It seems to me the first step to be taken 
towards the reform of these conditions—con- 
ditions destructive to all home life, home 
comfort, home culture—is for thoughtful 
people to give themselves to serious reflec- 
tion concerning the importance to the indi- 
vidual, to society, and to the nation, of those 
circumstances which surround the genesis 
of life. the inception of good citizenship, the 
birthplace ani nuysery of morals and religion. 
The honor, the dignity, the divine power 
of the home mustibe recognized and main- 
tained if a republic Jike ours, where all power 
is vested in aht people at large, is to endure. 
The men and who go forth from 
American homes of the better class have 
such responsibilities resting upon them as 
are known to no other class of people in the 
world. They have not only to maintain 
inviolate the institutions bequeathed to 
them dy the founders of this coun- 
try for themselves but also for the 
millions of uninstructed and 
cadent peoples whom southeastern i 


and western Asia are pouring into our body 
politic. It is not too much to say, and say 
emphatically, that the home is not only the 
earliest but one of the most important agen- 
cles in fitting our native population for this 
great work. It needs to be upheld, to be 
dignified, to be santtified, if it is to fulfill its 
great mission of saving the republic, 

So upheld, so honored, every constituent 

rt of it becomes important and honorable. 

ven its menial services have a worth and 
consequence not found everywhere. Amer- 
ican women of the middie class and even of 
the so-called upper classes, have so often 
come up from the ranks below them, that 
they have little of that feeling of appreciation 
for life long and loyal service which is often 
found in families where wealth and position 
are hereditary. Then we are all so used to 
labor saving contrivances, the modern im- 
provements in our homes, that labor of the 
hands has come t@ be despised. Where are 
the housekeepers now, who like our grand- 
mothers take pride in themselves caring for 
silver and glass and fine china and linens, 
who can do up” their own real laces?” 
More important still, what percentage—let us 
be statistical, it is fashionable—of modern 
mothers Rave any care over the moral and 
toligio training of their children? What 
sort of homes do the children come from who 
keep their teachers for hours immersed tn 
ice cold water, or pound them till their flesh 
is black and blue, because they fail to mect 
all the demands of the roysterers? 

When labor, morals, religion are despised 
and dishonored, how can we expect that 
domestic service will be loyal and con- 
ecientious, or that children will go forth pre- 
pared for the early labors and duties of thr 
school, or the later ones of good citizenship, 
Ail the hoodlums do not come from the 
slums. 

> 
Machinery may do much for the material 
comfo of life, although it is to be feared 
that it has its drawbacks even here, but 
there is no machinery that can teach spell- 
ing and the multiplication table, the ten 
commandments, and the sermon on the 
mount: or refinement of mind and gentle 
manners: and for all these lessons the mother 
ought to hold herself responsible. Neither 
can it make loyal and true men and women 
fitted to discharge the duties and responsi- 
ilities of any sphere of life, high or low. 

Vhen these things are fully understood and 
seriously applied to the great work of do- 
mestic living and serving, then, and not till 
then, it seems to me, will a better day dawn 
for American family life. 

Bducated and conscientious helpers in the 
nome will cost more and they will deserve 
more both in money and respect, than our 
present style of servants, but will it not be 
better to spend less money upon entertain- 
ments, upon theaters, which take, it is said, 
a million of dollars a month from our pockets 
here in Chicago, upon imported gowns and: 
bonnets, and knickknacks generally, in or- 
der that we may have clean, pure, well or- 
dered homes? Homes where true hospitality 
und refinement prevail, and where children 
are being born and reared who will make 


loyal, upright citizens, thoroughly fitted for 
—— duties and responsibilities of republican 


Surely, considered in such a light as this, 
the work of the home must take a higher 
rank than the wearing industrial labor of 
shops and factories. That it does not, one 
needs must think, is not so much the fault 
of the young, uneducated seekers for em- 
ployment, as of those older and more en- 
lightened men and women, who give tone to 
the opinions of society at large.
